On November 22, 1$63 at approximately 12:43 P*M. , I heard from 
a Reserve Officer that the President had been shot, I checked 
with the dispatcher's office immediately and was informed that 
additional officers were needed at the Texas School Book Depos- 
itory building. 

Lieutenant Erich Kaminski and I arrived at the Texan School Book 
Depository building shortly after being informed of the need for 
additional officers. X was instructed by Chief Lumpkin, upon 
arrival, to proceed to the sixth floor. There I assisted in 
searching for additional evidence on thie floor. 

Later, Chief Lumpkin put me in charge of a search team and 
instructed me to start on the roof and work down to the basement 
making a thorough and complete search of all floors* Vfhen this 
assignment was completed, I was relieved by Chief Lumpkin and 
told to report to my office. 1 

I received no further instructions and ended my tour of duty at 
the regular time .

I talked to a confidential infornant and obtained the following 
information: 

This doctor has been interviewed by the PBI and a private inves- 
tigator employed by Mr. Belli. 

Upon recommendation of Isidore Miller, Jack Ruby called on Octo- 
ber 28, 19&2 and made an appointment for his sister, Eva Grant, 
for October 29» l$o3« Jack Ruby accompanied Eva Grant and waited 
while the examination was conducted. This examination took about 
two hours. 

The doctor has known Jack Ruby for a number of years and has seen 
him several times at the YMCa. 

Jack Ruby was examined by Ur. Ulivitch on November 11, 19&3 1 for 
a cold and cough. The doctor prescribed 12 capsules Tussornole, 
(An Antihistamine and decongestant cough cyrup) and 12 tablets 
of Terrostation (Phonotic), an Antibiotic and a drug for nerv- 
ousness. 

These prescriptions were filled at »/algreen Drug Store, 1321 
Commerce and refilled November 13 » 19&3* 

During the examination, Jack Ruby told the doctor that he had 
just come from the sheriff* s office. That a "Stripper" named 
"Jada" had accused Ruby of pandering for ’her. "Jada" is from 
New Orleans, Louisiana. 

The doctor considers Ruby to be eccentric, boisterous, errotic, 
and impulsive. He seems very devoted to his sister, Eva Grant. 

The doctor stated that someone told him that Ruby usually carried 
several hundred dollars with him all of the time, but he did not

George tie MohronschildU no exp! or at Son geologist and petroleum ciigtnenr, 
was stricken with "jungle fever"' when he was fid] I o small boy in Baku, Russia* 
where lie was burn of Swedish parents. The idea persisted through his growing- 
up years, as hi? father s affilialkui with the Nobel oil interests look the family nil 
over Europe and while he was “attending school in five languages"' — Ruslan, 
CcrniLifi, Polish* French and English. 

Since coming lo this country 22 years ago, taking his American citizenship 
and attaining filature as $m expert in his field, Mr.dc Mdhrenschildt has traveled 
the globe. On assignment hy the State Department, he was the first U.S.A. oil 
specialist to penetrate Yugoslavia after the war. His work has carried him all 
over the Mid -East, Europe,, South America, Mexico, the Caribbean area, and 
to Africa where his extensive studies brought enough jungle experience to 
rekindle the boyhood spark.
